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MESSAGE 


The year 2009 is another milestone for the Fertilizer and 
Pesticide Authority (FPA). As a regulatory agency attached 
to the Department of Agriculture, FPA is mandated to ensure 
the availability of fertilizer and pesticide and protect the 
public from the risks in the use of pesticides to ensure the 
safety of our agricultural products, our environment and our 
people in general. 

The year 2009 was much better than in 2008 in view of the reasonableness of 
the prices of agricultural inputs especially fertilizer which benefited our 
farmers and institutional growers of export oriented crops like banana and 
pineapple which contributed to the competitiveness of these industries in the 
world market. But during the third quarter, our farmers were faced by 
setbacks when several typhoons devastated the country especially in Luzon 
which greatly affected our ready to harvest crops which include rice, com, 
vegetables and mango among others. 

As a regulatory agency, FPA is tasked to ensure that the quality of agricultural 
inputs strictly conforms with the specifications and standards. We are happy 
that we have completed the construction of FPA laboratory building equipped 
with the necessary facilities for fertilizer analysis for the registration of fertilizer 
products. This has been a dream which we endeavoured to become true in 
order to meet the expectations of our stakeholders. Complementary to the 
fertilizer laboratory, we are hopeful that the pesticide laboratory will be 
established soon for similar purpose. 

I thank the fertilizer and pesticide industries who have served as our partners 
and have been compliant to all our regulatory requirements and to all the men 
and women of FPA who work hard to achieve our visions and missions as a 
regulatory agency.

As pre-requisite for licensing and accreditation, training activities 
were conducted and coordinated with the private sector namely the 
Philippine Association of Certified Pesticide Applicators (PACPA), 
Philippine Association of Professional Fumigators Inc. (PAPFI), Philippine 
Association of Entomologists (PAE) and Pest Management Council of the 
Philippines Foundation, Inc. (PMCPFI). The conduct/coordination of the 
training for licensing/accreditation has been delegated to the Field 
Operation Division (FOD). Fifty four (54) trainings were

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MFO II: REGULATIONS DEVELOPED, IMPLEMENTED, 
MONITORED AND ENFORCED 

REGULATORY SERVICES 


Registration of fertilizer and pesticide products and licensing 
of handlers are the cornerstones of FPA’S regulatory functions in 
line with the mandate of assuring adequate supply of quality 
fertilizer and pesticide products. 

Product Registration 

For the year 2009, fertilizer 
product registration for both organic 
and inorganic fertilizer products posted 
126% accomplishment, 467 approved applications over 371 
targeted, with 257 new applications and 210 product 
registration renewals. For pesticide product registration, 
1,502 applications were approved over 1,223 targets or 123% 
accomplished. Pesticide registration renewals posted 128% 
accomplishment with 696 product/active ingredients 
registration renewals over the 544 applications targeted. 



Warehouse Registration 




For the period, 926 fertilizer and 
pesticide warehouse registration 
applications were approved over 969 
targeted or 96% accomplishment. Four 
hundred eighteen (418) applications were processed and 
approved in the Central Office while renewal of five hundred 
(509) were processed/approved at the regional level. 
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MFO m REGULATIONS DEVELOPED 


Fertilizer/Pesticide Licenses 

Licenses for fertilizer and pesticide marked an 82% 
accomplishment with 2,634 approved licenses over the 3,228 
licenses received and processed. The Central Office 
processed/approved 1,216 licenses while 1,418 licenses were 
renewed at the different regional offices. 

The FPA’s policy in the delegation of authority in the 
renewal of license at the regional level have streamlined the 
processing time.

Regulatory Documents Issued 

Issuances of regulatory documents such as import 
certificates, clearances, and permits. amendments, 
certification for Value Added Tax Exemption is done at the 
Central Office. There were 3,384 regulatory documents 
processed/approved out of 2,191 targeted for the year or 154% 
accomplishment.

Enforcement of Rules and Regulations 


The FPA field personnel conducted regular 
monitoring activities to ensure strict 
enforcement of FPA control measures. A 
total of 16,781 monitoring visits were 
conducted covering fertilizer and pesticide 
handlers. In the continuing effort to rid the 
market of banned, adulterated and 

unregistered 
pesticides and 

to assure the quality and quantity of 
fertilizer, a total of 277 clean-up drives were 
conducted in which 46 issuances of Stop 
Sale, Stop Use, Stop Move Orders were 
issued to fertilizer and pesticide handlers 
who were suspected of committing 
violations of FPA rules and regulations. 




A total of five (5) fertilizer and fourteen (14) 
pesticide inspection /evaluation of fertilizer 
manufacturing, processing bulk handlers, 
formulating, repacking/ recycling, wood 
treatment plants were conducted for the 
year.

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FINANCIAL ADMINISTRATION 


For the year 2009, a total of P97,993,132 was allocated for 
FPA’S operations and activities. Total obligations incurred for 
the year totaled P83,371,723 or 85% of the year’s allotment. It 
comprised of current operating expenditures, miscellaneous 
personal benefits fund releases and continuing appropriations. 

Operations consisting of industry control and evaluation 
and enforcement of rules and regulation composed 72% % of the 
total obligations. Expenses related to the FPA’S general 
administration and support to operations covered 25% and 3%, 
respectively. 

A total of P32,082,750 was generated from product 
registration, licensing of fertilizer and pesticide handlers, fines, 
penalties and processing of various endorsements, certifications 
and permits or 125% of estimated income for the year of 
P28,044,000.
